“Young California” to the total num- 
ber of 218,499 was in attendance in 
California’s high-schools, junior high 
school and junior colleges on October 
1, 1927, with the opening of the pres- 
ent school term. Later figures an- 
nounced by Walter E. Morgan, chief 
of the Bureau of Statistics of the State 
Department of Education, a few days 
ago show that students in regular 
high schools numbered 119,038, ft 
junior high schools 91,288, and in 
junior colleges 8173. There were 398 
high schools in operation in California 
on that date. One hundred and twenty- 
eight junior high schools were being 
maintained, and twenty junior col- 
leges. 


The prediction that California’s gas- 
oline tax revenues will reach $32,090,- 
000 in 1928, as compared to $24,443,- 
137, is made at Sacramento by the 
State Board of Equalization following 
the announcement that the tax for the 
last quarter of 1927 totaled $7,566,- 
919. Dixwell L. Pierce, secretary of 
the board, explained that the last 
three months of 1927 constituted the 
first full quarter the 3-cent per gallon 
tax was levied. 

The question whether branches of 
the University of California should be 
established in such cities as Sacra- 
mento, Fresno and San Diego is among 
those to be considered in an educa- 
tional survey to be started by the 
State in April. The advisability of 
four-year colleges in the cifies men- 
tioned has been under discussion. 


An automobile standard for formal 
State functions, similar in design to 
that of, the President of the United 
States, was presented by the officers 
of the California National Guard. The 
standard, turned over to the Governor 
by Adjutant General R. E. Mittelstaedt, 
carries the California seal in colors on 
a blue background, and four silver 
stars signifying the commander-in- 
chief of the State military. 


To meet conditions of increased 
congestion and higher legal speed 
limits on California highways, the 
California State Automobile Associa- 
tion is launching on a program of re- 
construction of its yellow-diamond 
road-sign system, according to an- 
nouncement last week by James W. 
Johnson, association chief engineer. 
“These new and improved types of 
signs,” said” Johnson, “will provide 
not only better protection to motor- 
ists, but will serve to guide motor- 
ists along their routes even more 
quickly and easily than does the ex- 
isting sign system, which is con- 
sidered a model for the Nation. 


The American Automobile Associa- 


tion is urging its 958 affiliated clubs 
to adopt the public school traffic re- 
serve system as developed in this 
State by the California State Automo- 
bile Association in co-operaton with 
school and police authorities. In as- 
sisting member clubs to organize and 
train juvenile traffic officer squads, 
the nation-wide motorists’ organiza- 
tion has issued a pamphlef of instruc- 
tion based on the operation of school 
reserve units as organized by State 
Automobile Associations in twenty- 
nine ‘cities in Northern and Central 
California. Many Three A clubs have 
adopted the plan. 


Bert B Meek, state director of pub- 
lie works, anhounced last week that 
orders involving the expenditure of 
$994,237,04 for highway construction 
and maintenance work have been rati- 
fied in order to carry out the state 
administration’s policy of providing as 
much work as possible for the un- 
employed during the slack season. 
General allocation of the funds give 
the forty-five northern counties $190,- 
586.37 for improvement and main- 
tenance work and $64,500 in supple- 
mental allotments, and the thirteen 
southern counties $228,750.67 for im- 
provement work. In addition, $74,000 
is set aside for surveys and prepara- 
tion of plans, $241.000 to cover engin- 
eering expenses and inspection and 
$100,000 for purchase of right of way. 
5 Appointment of Professor Charles 
B. Wing of Stanford University as 
chief of the State division of parks 
was announced last week by Fred G.

One hundred of Mexico’s most prom- 
nent educators will come to California 
next month for a thirty-day visit. This 
was announced in Berkeley last week 
following a meeting of the FaMalty 
Club of the University of California. 
Their visit comes as a result of ar- 
rangementg«nade by Dr. C. N. Thomas 
of San Jose, general director of the 
International Council for Educational 
Progress, who recently returned from 
Mexico, where he held conferences 
wifh President Calles, Ambassador 
Morrow and others. The Mexican visi- 
tors will spend two weeks in Northern 
California. 


Four broadcasting stations are be- 
ing established by the State Fish and 
Game Commission to effect rapid com- 
munication betwene game wardens 
throughout the State and the Sacra- 
mento headquarters of the commission. 
About 75 per cent of the wardens 
patrolling fishing and hunting grounds 
will carry portable receiving sets. The 
broadcasting stations will be located 
at Los Angeles, San Francisco, Sac- 
ramento and San Diego. 

The State collected $951,125,76 in 
unpaid wages for California workers 
during the last year, according to a 
report submitted to Governor Young 
by Will J. French, State director of 
industrial relations. The Division of 
Labor Statistics and Law Enforce- 
ment, French said, received 32,431 
complaints of various sorts during 
1927, a gain of 3.9 per cent over the 
previous year. Wage complaints made 
up 28,751 of the 1927 total. 


The fossilized shoulder bones of an 
extinct species of animal, thought to 
have belonged to the Pliocene age, 
have been found 125 feet underground 
in a mine shaft in Butte county, ac- 
cording to word from Oroville. The 
specimens have been submitted to 
scientists at the University of Cali- 
fornia. The discovery was made by 
R. B. Blum, miner of Pentz. 


Marin county supervisors, at their 
monthly meeting last week, voted to 
send a letter to Governor Young and 
other members of the Highway Com- 
mission expressing their appreciation 
of the $750,000 appropriation from 
State highway funds for Marin county 
roads. Highways between Sausalito 
and Ignacio and between San Rafael 
and Point San Quentin will benefit 
from the appropriations. 


Governor C. C. Young and his cab- 
inet directors are considering formu- 
lation of a program under which the 
California ocean beaches, fast passing 
into private control at many points, 
can be preserved for the people of 
future generations. “All Southern 
California beaches,” according to the 
belief of Governor Young, “will be 
privately owned within fifty years 
unless something constructive can be 
done to preserve them for the pub- 
lic.” Establishment of State parks on 
the ocean shore has been suggested 
as one means of assuring retention of 
choice beach lands for public recrea- 
tional purposes. 

Plans for a bridge to link Tiburon, 
Marin county, with Fleming Point, 
Alameda county, were revealed at San 
Rafael last week by T. A. Toinasini, 
San Francisco marine engineer. The 
structure, which will be six and one- 
half miles long, will cost approximate- 
ly $18,000,000 and will take three and 
a half years to construct, Tomasini 
said. Tomasini declared that he re- 
presents eastern capital ready to start 
work within sixty days~after receiv- 
ing required franchises. 


State Commander Phil Dodson of 
the American Legion has called upon 


each of the 300-odd posts of the World 
War Veterans’ organization in Cali- 
fornia to join in a great tree-planting 
campaign during the coming months. 
Each post of the Legion will be asked 
to plant at least 100 trees as a part of 
the reforestation and civic beautifi- 
cation work of the organization in 
this State. “We hope to have 50,000 
new trees planted by the American 
Legion members of California during 
this year in parks, along roadsides, 
on the mountains and in the valleys,” 
Commander Dodson declares. “We 
will have acc@aplished something 
worthwhile for California when we 
have completed our program for this 
year,” he said. 

Permits for water diversion in 
several parts of the State, representing 
contemplated development work to 
cost approximately $4,000,000, were 
announced by the State division of 
water rights last week as having been 
issued during the.month of January. 
In that period a total of sixteen per- 
mits were issued and twenty-eight ap- 
plications were received. Among the 
largest of the permits were two is- 
sued to the Snow Mountain Water and 
Power Company of San Francisco for 
diversions in Lake County for the 
manufacture of electric power to*be 
wholesaled to companies supplying 
cities in the Napa, Santa Rosa, Men-

Transatlantic telephone service from 


all parts of the United States and 
Cuba was extended to three Ger- 
man cities: Berlin, Hamburg and 


Frankfort-on-Main, last Friday morn- 
ing.

Timber Loss by Insects 


The standing timber of the country 
suffers a serious loss by reason of the 
operations of various insects which 
either destroy the wood or damage it 
to such an extent that it must be 
placed in a lower grade by the dealer 
The government agents have recently 
given this matter some investigation 
and an elaborate report has been pre 
pared advising growers and handlers 
how to cut down this loss, The prin 
cipal damage comes under two types 
of defects, designated as wormholes. 
with no living worms or decay, and 
powder post. Powder post occurs 
only {n the seasoned or partially sea- 
soned sapwood or heartwood. This 
type of injury is dangerous, since the 
grubs continue their destructive work 
in the wood and also infect other tim 
ber near by.

AN ORDINANCE OF MENLO PARK SANITARY DISTRICT OF SAN 
MATEO COUNTY REGULATING THE OPENING AND CONNECTING OF 
| SEWERS AND THE REPLACING OF EXCAVATIONS FOR SEWERS AND 
| PROVIDING PENALTIES FOR THE VIOLATION THEREOF. 

} The Sanitary Board of the Menlo Park Sanitary District of the County 
of San Mateo, State of California, do ordain as follows: 

Section 1.—No sewer shall be opened nor shall any connection be made 
with a sewer without written permission of the superintendent of the Sanitary 
District having \been first obtained nor shall any excavation be made for a 
sewer on a public highway, alley, court or place without the permission of said 
superintendent having first been obtained. All excavations on any such public 
highway, alley, court or place shall be marked with proper danger signals, and 
between sunset and sunrise red signal lights shall be placed at each end of 
such excavations and at intervals not more than ten feet apart. No sewer or 
connection therewith shall be laid or covered up without first having the ap- 
proval of the superintendent of the said Sanitary District. 

Section 2.—Any person desiring to make excavations for any sewer on 
any public highway, alley, court or place shail deposit with the superintend- 
| ent of the Sanitary District such} amount as the said superintendent shall 
| ostimate will be required to cover the cost of properly refilling said excavation 
and to place the surface in as good condition as it was before the excavation. 
When the inspector shall become satisfied that said excavation has been prop- 
| erly filled in and the surface properly reconstructed as aforesaid, then the 
said deposit shall be repair to the person making the deposit. If said person 
does not, properly refill said excavation and repair the surface as aforesaid 
within a reasonable time the said superintendent shall have authority to use 
said amount theretofore deposited with him or as much as shall be necessary 
in having the excavation refilled and surface repaired, @nd the balance if 
any of said geposit shall be repaid to the person making the deposit. 

Section 3.—Any person, firm, or corporation, violating or assisting in vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this ordinance shall be guilty of a misdemean- 
or, and upon conviction thereof, shall be punishable by a fine not exceeding 
| one hunderd dollars, or by imprisonment in the County Jail of the County of 

San Mateo, State of California, not exceeding thirty days, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment.

AN ORDINANCE OF MENLO PARK SANITARY DISTRICT PRO- 
VIDING FOR THE REGISTRATION OF MASTER PLUMBERS WITHIN 
SAID DISTRICT AND FO THE GIVING OF BONDS BY MASTER 
PLUMBERS AND PROVIDING A PENALTY FOR THE VIOLATION 
THEREOF. 

The Sanitary Board of MENLO PARK SANITARY DISTRICT of the 
County of San Mateo, State of California, de ordain as follows: . 

Section 1—Every master plumber and a person desiring to conduct a 
plumbing business or do any plumbing work within Menlo Park Sanitary 
District, shall register his name and address with the Secretary of said district 
and shall give a bond in the sum of $250.00 with two good and sufficient 
sureties conditioned for the faithful discharge of his duties as master plumb- 
er, which said bond shall be approved by and filed with the Board of Trustees. 
The said bond shall be renewed at least once every 4 years. 
| Section 2——No person shall receive a license as master plumber of be 

permitted to register as such who has not attained the age of twenty-one 
| years. 


Section 3.—Every person, firm or corporation complying with the afore- 
said regulations shall receive a certificate of registration issued by the Sec- 
| retary of the Sanitary Board in the name of the Sanitary Board and shall 
| be then entitled to conduct a plumbing business within said district. 

Section 4—Any person, firm or corporation violating any of the pro- 
| yisions of this ordinance er conducting a plumbing business, or doing any 
plumbing work without having first complied with the aforesaid regulations, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be punish- 
| ed by a fine not exceeding $100.00 or by imjprisonment in the County Jail of 
| the County of San Mateo, State of California, for a term not exceeding one 
| month or by both such fine and imprisonment.

AN ORDINANCE OF MENLO PARKK SANITARY DISTRICT OF SAN 
MATEO COUNTY CREATING THE OFFICE GF PLUMBING INSPECTOR, 
| DEFINING HIS DUTIES AND FIXING HIS FEES. 

The Sanitary Board of the Menlo Park Sanitary District of the County 
of San Mateo, State of California, do ordain as follows: 

Section 1—There is hereby created an office to be known as plumbing 
inspe¢tor of Menlo Park Sanitary District, San Mateo County, State of Cali- 
| fornia, which office shall be filled by the appointment of an inspector by the 
Sanitary Board of said district, who shall hold office during the pleasure ot 
said Sanitary Board. 

Section 2.—It shall be the duty of said sanitary inspector to inspect all 
plumbing work done within said district and not inspected by the inspectors of 
| the municipalities situated within said district and if the same shall be found 
| to be done in accordance with the ordinances of said district, he shall issue a 

certificate to that effect to the person doing the work. After the full complet- 
| ion of any such work he shall again examine the same and if found to conform 
| to the ordinances of said district, he shall issue a final certificate of comptet- 
| ion. If, on examination of any plumbing, he finds any violation of any ordi- 
nances of said district, he shall not issue a certificate until such necessary cor- 
rections are made as will make the work conform to the ordinances of said 
district. He shall do such other things as are required of him by the other 
| ordinances of said district which as from time to time he is directed to do by 
| the Sanitary Board of said district. 
| Section 3.—The plumbing inspector shall receive from the plumber for 
whom he renders service under the provisions of this ordinance, the following 
| fees, to-wit: For the first ten fixtures installed (range boilers excepted) the 
| sum of $1.00 each, and for each additional fixture the sum of 50 cents, this in 
addition to a fee of $2.00 for inspection of sewers connected with these fixtures. 
The minimum fee shall be $2.50. The plumbing inspector shall not issue a 
certificate of final completion until the foregoing fees are paid. 

Section 4.—The plumbing inspector may also at the discretion of the 
Sanitary Board hold the office of superintendent of the sanitary district.
